Sir  Winston  Churchill 


TT  has  Freon  Riven  to  few  men  to  retire 
from  active  public  life  with  the 
np^Iauw  of  half  the  world  ringing  in  their 
ears.  Sir  Winston  Churchill  earned  that. 
His  courage  in,  war.  his  wisdom  in  ad- 
versity. his  own  unconquerable  spirit  in- 
spired an  age  and  gave  men  heart  to  win 
through  to  the  dawn  when  clouds  looked 
blackest.  His  retirement  now  from  the 
highest  elected  post  in  the  gift  of  his 
beloved  Fngland.  his  refusal  of  a peerage 
and  his  decision  to  retain  his  seat  in  the 
Commons  are  ali(fe  typical  of  the  man. 
Though  he  may  sit  in  the  hack  benches, 
he  will  always  attract  the  light  and  lie 
listened  to  with  gratitude  and  respect 
Were  it  possible  for  one  man  in  his 
own  person  to  bridge  the  years  between 
the  first  and  second  Fllzabethan  eras  with 
a stout  heart  and  a flaming  spirit,  this 
sturdy  Briton  would  undoubtedly  l>e 
history's  choice  for  that  honor.  Certainly 
Sir  Winston  long  ago  pcrsonffuvf  "John 
Bull"  to  the  world.  His  leadership  in  war, 
his  unending  contribution  to^  parlia- 
mentary process,  his  great  gifl  of  ex- 
pre**iton  ami.  «U*v**  all,  his  fellow  feeling 
for  mankind  highlight  an  amazing  record, 
for  the  Commonwealth,  of  course,  he 
will  remain  the  grand  old  warrior  whose 
call  to  arms  found  such  instant aneous 


response,  as  outstanding  In  his  time  as 
'The  Few"  he  immortalized  during 
Britain's  most  trying  hour. 

Fortunately  his  retirement  implies 
only  a limited  withdrawal  of  these  unique 
gifts.  To  younger,  trained  hands  he  will 
pass  on  the  crusade  for  that  better  world 
he  has  described  so  eloquently.  If  Time  is 
kind  this  mason,  who  likes  to  work  in 
human  relations  and  with  men  for  build- 
ing materials,  may  yet  have  dreams  »o 
turn  into  reality.  Wherever  he  may  sit 
and  whatever  his  active  mind  may  en- 
vision, he  will  live  in  a weyid  of  friends 
and  admirers.  If  human  example  teaches 
I »est.  and  experience  has  shown  that  it 
does,  Sir  Winston  has  set#his  on  a very 
high  plane.  It  will  be  decades,  perhaps, 
before  history  can  set  down  the  full 
measure  of  the  man.  but  in  advance  it  is 
rmidi  to  know  that  sheer  accomplishment, 
and  not  words,  will  fill  the  record. 

Prime  Minister  St.  Laurent  has  very 
ably  expressed  the  thanks  of  Canada 
officially,  with  the  unanimous  concur- 
rvnee  of  otir  Parliament.  It  will  be  left  to 
ordinary,  humble  folk  everywhere  to 
share  in  an  undefinable  sense  of  loss  that, 
mixed  with  pride,  attends  the  changing  of 
the  guard  at  Westminster.

Fines  by  Installments 


DISCRFTIONARY  authority  now 
granted  to  the  courts  in  the  Criminal 
Code  to  (permit  the  payment  of  fines  up 
to  $500  by  installments  removes  a long- 
standing anachronism  from  the  penal 
system  of  Canada.  It  was  an  anachronism 
because  imprisonment  for  debt  was 
altnlished  fn  this  country  long  ago;  and 
an  unpaid  fine  is  no  more  than  a debt  to 
the  Crown.  Many  judges  and  magistrates 
in  different  parts  of  t+ie  Dominion  have 
commented  with  regret  that  the  law  as  it 
stood  until  last  week  left  them  no 
alternative  but  to  commit  to  jail  a person 
w ho  larked  the  means  to  pay  a fine  in  full. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  a nidge  an  offense 
and  the  circumstances  surrounding  it  can 
Ik-  punished  adequately  by  a fine  in  the 
first  instance,  a prison  term  in  default  of 
payment  of  the  fine  on  the  spot  becomes 
tantamount  under  some  conditions  to  im- 
prisufynont  for  poverty.  The  inequality 
of  trie  old  system  is  obvious.  Two  men 
could  he  convicted  of  the  same  type  of 
offense,  perhaps  even  on  the  same  day. 
The  first,  possessing  the  means,  could  pay 
his  fine  and  go  free.  The  other,  larking 
ready  cash,  would  have  to  go  to  jail  for 
a period  during  which  his  earning  power 


would  be  suspended.  Thus,  whatever  the 
degree  of  guilt  of  the  prisoner,  the 
punishment  reaehi-d  tieyond  him  to  those 
who  might  lx?  dependent  on  his  wages  for 
a livelihood. 

The  relevant  amendment  to  the  code 
—one  of  several  common-sense  changes 
now  in  effect — does  not  confer  on  a con- 
victed person  the  right  to  decide  to  pay 
by  installments.  Permission  to  do  so  is 
contingent  on  the  court  being  satisfied 
that  the  circumstances  are  such  as  to 
warrant  an  order  to  that  effect.  If  there 
is  any  reason  to  suspect  that  the  accused 
is  merely  stalling,  the  authority  remains 
for  him  to  lx-  sent  to  jail  in  default  of  pay- 
ment in  full.  The  culprit  in  genuine 
financial  distress,  however,  and  also  his 
family,  may  lie  saved  additional  hardship.’ 

This  reasonable  provision  does  not 
appear  likely  to  diminish  either  the 
weight  or  the  deterrent  value  of  a fine 
On  the  contrary  a convicted  person  whose 
fine  is  spread  over  a period  of  several 
months  will  be  reminded  that  much  longer 
of  the  consequences  of  his  offease.  Most 
if  not  all  other  countries  of  the  Common- 
wealth adopted  the  installment  system 
long  ago  and  have  found  that  it  works 
well  in  practice. 


Swimming  the  Strait 


T7VERYONF.  Is  free  to  dive  Info  the 
Strait  of  Juan  de  Fuca  and  try  to 
swim  to  the  American  side,  and  the  sug- 
gestion made  by  one  commentator  that 
some  kind  of  screening  hoard  should  lx* 
Invoked  is  patently  absurd.  Nor  can  one 
dismiss  an  aspirant  because  he  or  she 
docs  not  come  here  with  a prowess  known 
to  all  the  world.  Many  a champion 
blossoms  to  fame  only  when  a difficult 
feat  Is  accomplished,  as  the  example  of 
Miss  Marilyn  Rell  at  Toronto  last  year 
made  e\  it  lent.  If  channel  swimming 
becomes  popular  at  Victoria,  as  now  seems 
likely,  the  city  is  liable*  to  lx*  subject  to 
the  impact  of  Individuals  of  varying 
degrees  of  skill  and  intent. 

Some  may  have  more  hope  than  real 
chance  of  success  to  sustain  them.  Some 
may  not  lx»  serious  of  purpose  but  instead 
seek  only  notoriety.  Some  may  come  and 
go  unproved,  as  in  the  nx-enf  case  of  Miss 
Janice  White,  balked  hv  adverse  weather 
rnridhliSilT  TPhiVi  Waking  her  announced 
attempt.  Nor  has  the  layman  warrant 


for  complaint  until  an  aspirant  shows 
whether  or  not  he  or  she  is  justified  in 
challenging  the  strait.  That  proof  may 
not  come  either  until  an  actual  attempt  is 
made. 

In  this  respect  the  current  contender, 
Mr  Bert  Thomas,  has  demonstrated  by 
his  four-hour  swim  along  the  waterfrbnt 
last  Sunday  that  he  not  only  has  con- 
fidence and  serious  intent  but  swimming 
ability  and  endurance  ns  well.  Some  local 
authorities  doubt  that  the  swim  from  here 
to  Port  Angeles  can  he  accomplished,  be- 
cause of  the  icy  cold  of  the  water  and  the 
tides  to  lx*  encountered.  These  already 
defeated  a swimmer  of  established  cham- 
pionship quality  in  Miss  Florence  Chad- 
wick. Fven  Fvercsf  was  at  last  conquered., 
however.-  and  -some  day  Juan  de  Fuca 
may  In-  subdued  by  human  pluck  and 
perseverance.  Mr.  Thomas  has  obvious 
faith  in  himself  and  the  thousands  of  Vic- 
torians who  applauded  him  last  Sunday 
arc.tfuTainkum,  Jais  .side.  llis-rjptoiiafc.

rTE  reason  fur  President  Eisen- 
hower's invitation  to  Democratic 
leaden  to  eonfer  on  foreign  affairs, 
equally  with  Republicans,  no  doubt 
1*  thp  necessity  he  feels  to  curb  ur 
at  least  isolate  those  in  his  own  party, 
l eaded  by  Sen.  William  Know-land  of 
California,  who  disagree  wlih  the  ad- 
ir.inietraUun  s handling  a I I S re)*. 
lions  with  other  natior  - 
Two  developments  contributing  to 
this  new  bid  for  bi  partisanship  were 
the  statement  by  Knovviand  picturing 
the  president  at  variance  with  Sen. 
Walter  George  ID..  Ga.t  concerning 
peace  negotiations  with  Russia  and 
the  premature  ‘ leaking'’  of  the  Yalta 
conference  papers. 

Starting  with  the  renewal  of  Ko- 
rean peace  negotiation,  shortly  fol- 
lowing ihe  death  of  Joseph  Stalin. 
Know-land  has  inveighed  constantly 
against  any  accommodation  with  the 
It-xis.  short  of  extensive  Communist 
backdowns  tn  advance  He  repeatedly 
has  advocated  withdrawal  of  ill  l ' X 
diplomatic  relations  with  Russia  and 
last  aummer  threatened  to  resign  his 
floor  leadership  of  the  Senate  if  Com- 
munist China  were  admitted  to  the 
United  Nations. 

After  Know-land  urged  last  Novem- 
ber that  the  UJ>.  aerve  notice  that 
“no  vessel  can  get  In  or  out  of  China 
until  these  American  prisoners-  *re 
released,"  Secretary  of  State  Dulles 
aald  such  a general  blockade  of  China 
would  constitute  a "war  action  "
